Aluminum Scrap 


Drive To Be Red 
Cross Sponsored 


OTTAWA (Special): Organization 
for Canada’s big coast-to-coast special 
drive for aluminum scrap was com: 
pleted last week. 

Aluminum will be collected volun- 
tarily by the Red Cross all over 
Canada and arrangements made to 
ship it to dealers who will prepare it 
for the refineries by removing 
handles, rivets and other foreign 
material, etc. They will then ship it 
to the refineries. The refineries will 
turn over to the Red Cross the pre- 
vailing price of scrap aluminum, less 
the amount paid to the dealers for 
handling and preparing, less freight. 
The metal will be shipped freight 
collect and the refining plants will pay 
the freight. 

All scrap aluminum collected ‘n this 
special drive which opens on Septem- 
ber 6 and closes September 30, will be 
handled on a voucher basis, Euch 
Red Cross unit will receive a voucher 
from the dealer and the weight of 
aluminum collected will be determin- 
ed on public scales. Every pound will 
be utilized directly in war industry. 

“One point to be made clear in this 
drive,” stressed the National Salvage 
Campaign Supervisor, “is that only 
scrap aluminum should be donated, 
Disused pots and pans, broken electri- 


cal equipment, parts cf washers, 
sweepers, or automobiles, discarded 
gadgets or sport equipment. All are 


welcome contributions, We are not 
asking for any aluminum articles now 
in use, the donations of which would 
mean replacement by something else. 
lhis would not be economy. We are 
promoting a salvage drive which 
means we want all articles of alumi- 
num which are of no further use other 
than for the metal which can be 
reprocessed,”

COMBINES IN THE EAST 


The combine method of harvesting 
has been thoroughly tried in Eastern 
Canada over a period of four years, 
and last year 725 of the machines were 
in use in the east, according to the 
federal department of agriculture. A 
survey covering 30, per cent of these 
harvesters showed that over 90 per 
cent of those reporting are satisfied 
with the combine method of harvest- 
ing.

Grain Storage 

Beyond a doubt, the safest place to 
store grain is in a licensed country or 
terminal elevator. However, it is not 
unlikely that considerable quantities 
will, of necessity, be stored on the 
farm. 

If sound weather-proof farm stor- 
age is inadequate, information on 
suitable inexpensive structures will 
be welcome. 

An excellent bulletin, entitled 
“Storing Grain on the Farm,” has 
been issued by the Manitoba Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Immigra- 
tion, Winnipeg. Several types of tem- 
porary and permanent structures are 
described and illustrated, together 
with details on construction. There 
are few, if any, farmers to whom this 
bulletin will not be of use. Morris 
bins, snow fence bins and woven wire 
bins are not costly and, if properly 
constructed, will keep grain in good 
condition. They must, of course, be 
covered with hay, straw or sheaves. 

Circular No. 34, distributed by the 
Agricultural Extension Service, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Edmonton, 
also contains a number of useful 
suggestions, particularly respecting 
coverings for temporary bins and 
protection against damage to grain at 
bin bottoms caused by soil moisture. 

It is unwise to leave grain on the 
field in unprotected piles. It can be 
protected at very small cost by 
methods described in the two above- 
mentioned publications. 

For special problems, information 
can be obtained from Departments of 
Agricultural Engineering at the Uni- 
versities of Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba (Edmonton, Saskatoon 
and Winnipeg, respectively).

FEEDING WHEAT TO HOGS 


The production of oats and barley iv 
Alberta is likely to be only around 100 
million bushels this year, as compared 
with 185 million last year. This is a 
reduction of around 36 willion bushels. 

Oats and barley constitute the main 
feed for hogs. The number of hogs in 
Alberta has increased rapidly and 
may touch close to two million this 
year. Much more feed will be re- 
quired as a consequence, and a con- 
siderable volume of wheat.is likely to 
be utilized for the purpose. 

For several years the Wheat Pools 
of Western Canada have: been spon- 
soring an experiment in feeding value 
of Canadian western grains for bacon 
hogs conducted by MacDonald Col- 
lege, Quebec. The purpose of this 
project was to prove to eastern farm- 
ers the superiority of western oats

and barley over corn as a bacon hog 
feed. Here it might be said that the 
results showed that oats and barley 
were superior feeds to corn in turning 
out the type of bacon hog required by 
the British market. 

During the past year MacDonald 
College conducted a survey to show 
the relative hog feeding value of 
Canadian western barley, durum 
wheat, feed wheat, and No, 1 re 
cleaned screenings. The conclusions 
reached showed that carcasses from 
feed wheat and wheat screenings 
were more satisfactory than those 
from durum wheat, but averaged 
fewer A grades than the barley fed 
group. Hogs fed feed wheat made 
faster gains than those on barley, and 
the quality was not much below the 
barley fed hogs. 

It would thus seem that the farmers 
can raise hogs on feed wheat and 
wheat screenings and turn out first 
class bacon.
